THE SALEJF BONDS! 


The Propo§al8 for the Sale of Bonds to 


the doTernment Opened To daj 


—Other Washington 


News. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The secre- 
tary of the treasury at noon opened the 
proposals for the sale of bonds to the 
government, under the provisions of the 
treasury circular of April 17. The total 
amount 
offered 
was 
$1,824,600, 
of which $260,000 coupon fours, $375,- 
000 registered fours, $1,152,600 regis- 
tered 4i'8 and $37,000 coupon 4^*8. The 
rates ranged from $107.50 to $108^ for 
registered 4i'8, from $107.70 to $107^ 
for coupon 4i's, from $124.70 to $125 7IJ 
for registerea 4'8 and from $124.70 to 
8125^ ifor couprju 4 s. The awardn will 
be announced this afternoon. 


This afternoon the secretary accepted 
the offers for $85,000 bids, all other 
offers rejected. 


The president has respited until Jnly 
6 Jefferson Hildebrand, convicted of 
murder in the Indian Territory, and sen- 
tenced to be hauged;April 27.

treasurer of Darke county, Ohio, who 
is now in the penitentiary for defal- 
cation, 
was also

of tho "Witte Detective agency, of Cin- 
cinnati, which was incorporated under 
the higu sounding name of the Ameri- 
can Detective association. 
Witto and 
Simon were related by marriage. 
It is 
now believed that much of the money 
stolen from the Darke county treasury 
went to W itte and his partner. 
As soon 
as they got Treasurer Simon, a man of 
means into the agency, they began to 
live high. 
Herman went over to St. 
Louis and started a grocery on a capi- 
tal of about $G,000. 
He was not suc- 
ceesful, and <?o questionable were his 
methods that the police compelled him 
to abandon the business in Sr. Louis.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 23.—More 
statesnien arrived in the city to day to 
attend the demooratic state convention 
and the trains are landing a large num- 
ber of visitors. 
The hotels wear an ap- 
pearance of convention times. 
Ool. Jim 
Kice is here. 
Charley Munson has also 
arrived from Fort Wayne. 
Senator 
French, with a number of friends, is 
also on hand, looking aftez the nomina- 
tion for superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. 
There is a general regret over the 
fact that Senator Turpie will not be 
present to act as permanent chairman of 
the convention. It is thought that it 
would not have been good politics for 
the senator to have put in an appear- 
ance, and the understanding that he will 
not show up has been somewhat of a 
disappointment. 


Colonel Matson has opened up head- 
quarters at the Bates house, and he and 
his friends are getting into shape to do 
some tall huwtling between this and the 
day of the convention. 
The convention 
will consist of 1,228 delegates, 615 being 
necessary to a choice. 
Taking countieB 
which have instructed for governor. 
Captain Meyers has 111 votes as a 
starter, while Coionel Matson will have 
the solid backing not only of his own 
district, but of a number of counties on 
the outside. 
He will have at least 150 
instructed votes to count on besides a 
large personal following among the dele- 
gates. 
The colonel is gaining strength- 
right along, and being a thoroughly live 
fellow will no doubt get the best ol tho 
contest. 


Those who pretend to know say that 
Congressman Bynum will have some- 
thing over one hundred votes to count 
on. 
The intention is to hive Boone 
county cast its vote for him. 
This is 
intended to come as a sort of surprise, 
to be followed later by a portion of the 
vote cf Cass county, and probably with 
a "send off" from Prosecuting Attorney 
Fansler, of Logansport, 
a 
brilliant 
speaker and an ardent friend of Mr. By- 
num. 
Ex-Congressman Cobb will havo 
about one hundred instructed 
votes. 
Judge Niblack will very likely have the 
greater part of the votes of the First 
district. 


The record made by the last legisla- 
lature with respect to the lieutenant 
governorship will cut quite a figure in 
the convention. 
Three members of the 
supreme court will be candidates for a 
renomination. 
They are Judges Howk, 
Zollars and Niblack. 
There will be no 
opposition to either, and, in view of this 
fact, it is urged that Green Smith must 
be given a place on the ticket. 
This is 
in the way of policy. 
Green is not a 
candidate for any position, but the feel- 
ing prevails that he should be insisted 
upon to stand for a nomination. 
When 
tne convention is held this feeling will, 
no doubt, be found to be very strong. 
It is known that he would not refuse a 
nomination for attorney general (a good 
paying office), and the sentimeut will 
probably be sufficiently strong to gain 
him that nomination. 


LA POBTE, Ind., April 23.—August 
Farenheim, a young German, was mur- 
dered on Main street, Saturday night, 
while engaged in a fight with John and 
Charles Kcepke, brclhers, one of whom 
stabbed him to the heart with a pocket 
knife.

Texas' New State Hoase. 


AUSTIN, Texas, April 23.—Tho new 
state house cf Texas, the largest state 
capitol building in the United States, 
was opened for the first time Saturday 
night to the legislature and citizens. It 
was brilliantly illuminated with electric 
light throughout. 
Over 15,000 peopl 
visited the building during the three 
hours it was illuminated. 
It is thought 
the legislature will accept the building 
in a few days and move into it. The 
formal dedication occurs May 16. Dur- 
ing the week there will be military and 
civic celebrations in honor of the event.

SAN FBANOISCO, Cal., April 23.—The 
steamer City of New York, which arriv- 
ed yesterday -from China, brings the de- 
tails of an earthquake in Yunnan. From 
the second day of the twelfth month of 
last year till the third day of this year 
there were over ten shocks of earthquake 
accompanied with a noise like thunder. 
In the town aud suburbs over 4,000 peo- 
ple are e'ther killed or injured. 
Eight 
or nine-tenths of the houses have fallen 
down and the rest are cracked and lean- 
ing over. 


At Kien Shin 500 were killed and 
many wounded, and 300 to 400 houses 
were overturned. 


Hmall Pox and Scarlet Ferer. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111,, April 23,—Word 
was received by Dr, Ranch, of the state 
board of health, from Bond county that 
no new cases of small-pox had devel- 
oped there. 
Dr. Rauch is in communi- 
cation with the health boards of all the 
states and principal cities of the United 
States and Canada, and says that re- 
ports of smallpox are coming in from all 
directions. 


One neAv case was reported from New 
Haven, Conn., one from Racine, Wis,, 
and forty-six from Philadelphia, Pa., 
There are also a great many cases iu St, 
Louis. 
The scarlet fever is also report- 
ed as prevailing in many parts of the 
state. 
Twenty-eight cases have been 
reported in this city and several deaths. 


Educating the IndiaDS. 
WABASH, Ind., April 23.—The mana- 
gers of White's Indiana Manual Labor 
institute« near this city, received inform- 
ation from Washington that the govern- 
ment has decided to increase the allow- 
ance made toward the support of the 
Indian pupils now being educated at the 
institute. 
Under the progressive aud 
liberal policy of the republican admin- 
istration an annual allowance of $167 
per capita was made. 
This sum was 
cut down to S108, but subsequently 
raised to $125. The school is doing a 
splendid educational work. 


Higrh Waters. 
DrBUQUE, la,, April 23,—The river 
has stea Illy risen at the rate of half an 
inch an hour and this morning marks 
twenty feet and two inches above the 
low water mark, the highest since the 
high waters of 1880 and 1881. 
It is ex- 
pected the highest mark here will be 
reached to day. 
The lower part of the 
city is nearly afloat. 
Part of the levee 
is entirely covered. 
South Main street 
is wholly covered and other streets are 
partly covered. 


A Strange Slight. 
CHARLESTON, S. C., April 28.—Quite 
a sensation was made here by the ap- 
pearance on King street of an elegantly 
dressed white woman walking arm in 
arm with a very black negro dressed in 
broadcloth. 
They applied at one or two 
soda water stands for soda, but the 
clerks refused to wait on them. 
They 
finally found a soda stand kept by a 
Greek fruiter, where 
they got what 
they wanted. 
The couple were pas- 
sengers on the steamer Delaware from 
Florida. 


Serious Fire Loss at Delphi. 
DELPHI, Ind., April 23.—A $25,000 
fire visited this place early Saturday 
morning.

As to'the domestic eat,I found '¿>ut 
one dotninanî in-tin -t of the wild Felic^'e 
that survives, aiid that is i l o v e for tish, 
unh ss we include, 
incidentally, 
the 
peculiar o lor exuded 
hy all of thi-i 
family, not, however, :in instinct. Read' 
ing in tile r.ondon Xah'^'e an account 
that a ih-iti>li investigator had, by per- 
si.'dent etVort, discovered that the taper- 
ing tail of the 
cat was orig- 
inally j reli' iisile, 1 put the two facts 
together. 
Was there a wild species 
Avith a prehensile tail thatsu3t)endedit- 
self from trees and cau'j:!it fish from a 
stream. 
JSueh a ear is found in ]3engal 
and Hindoostan known as the 
fishing 
cat, 
Fi li\ 
viverrina. 
Th's animal 
then, probably w as tlu' ancestor of the 
domestic eat. 
Its d"mestication, 
ex- 
tending through 
years, has only 
advanced its nietitality lajyond the pre- 
hensile use of its tail, its training aa«-' 
association as has heeu stated 
above. 
As regards the dog, I found several 
wild ancestors clearly ])roven by na- 
turalists. 
Tln^ Atiierican Indian dog 1 
had ])hoto<_;raphed side- by side with the 
coyote, or prairie wolf. 
As no one can 
detect a jKirticle of physical difference, 
it is easy to assume that the Indians 
domesticated their dog from theeoyote, 
as did the l^s ¡uimaux theirs from a 
wildanimah 
I 'rofes^or I hlward D.Cope 
has recently shown, after the most ex- 
tensive examimitoii of skeletons, par- 
ticularly craniums, that the ancestor of 
dogs belonged to the genus Galecygnus 
in the lower miocène times, and in the 
upper 
miocene 
times 
to 
Cania 
Strangely enough, between these two 
]ieriods one .so ctiou of the dog family 
degener;ited and became the bear; that 
is, tiie dog genus Amphicyon changed 
during the middle mioctuie period to 
the bear genus 
Hy.-emirctus. 
The 
mentality of the d<ig has therefore ad- 
vanced under ditliculties of a natural 
type; it has been delayed by his vast 
association with the 
savage 
in all 
clime.s, and civilized 
man has never 
eradicated his most serious instincts, 
although he lias secured some wonder-

known that although tiie talk of a par-

t'otnmittces of Congress. 


Before tbis session of Congress ends 


those who rend the dispatches from 
"Washington will probably see many 
statements which imply that a commit- 
tee of Congress possesses a grest deal 
of power. Thus, it may be asserted 
that a certain measure cannot be passed, 
because the committee having it in 
charge will not report it 
Or it may 


be that some bill will be delayed by the 
tactics of a committee having control of 
adillerent class of subjects. Again, 
we shall read that the Congressman 
who reports a certain bill from a com- 
mittee refused to allow an amendment 
to be offered. 


"What!1* some unpolitical reader wil( 


exclaim: "Do you mean to s»y that 
the House of Representatives cannot 
pass a bill because one of its oommife- 
tees is unwilling ? That Congress will 
tolerate the intentional obstruction of 
its business by a committee? That any 
member of Congress would be so pre- 
sumptuous as to tell the House of Rep- 
resentatives that no member was to of- 
fer nn amendment to a bill without his 
permission V" 


It doos soom a little odd until on* 
gets need iff it, bnt it is all true. Partly 
by ruin and partly by custom, the com- 
mittees have increased their powers 
Until they are, in many cases, quite be- 
fond tho roach of the body of which 
they form a part, and to which they 
owe their existence. Let us make an 
illustration of this remarkable state of 
affairs: Wlum a bill la introduced ia 
tho House of Representatives, it must, 
under tho rules, be referred to some 
committee. Having been so referred, 
it is wholly at tbo discretion of the 
committee whether or not to report it 
If a majority of the committee are op- 
posed to tho bill, the easiest way to 
kill it is to let it lie in the committee- 
room unreported. Wo should say her* 
that in all cases we refer to the com- 
'mitteesof the House of Representa- 
tives. Some of the remarks are ap- 
plicable also to the Senats, bnt it is in 
the lower house that the committee 
system has had its most remarkable 
development. 


There ia a way in which aome meas- 


ures may be taken away from their 
committees. Thatia by a. motion to 
discharge the committee from the con- 
sideration of tho bill. Such s> motion 
may be made at certain rare intervals, 
provided the sneaker consents, though 
not as to all bills. The power to take 
a bill away from a committee is so lim- 
ited that practically it does not exist. 


A great variety of examples might 


be given to show the peculiar powers 
of committees, but we have no space 
for them, and are readers will take onr 
word for it that in many instancaa the 
House of Representatives is literally 
unable to bring before itself its own 
business, or to put measures into the 
form it would like to give them, be- 
cause one of the committee opposes its 
will to that of the assembly as a whole. 
When one is reminded that these com- 
mittees are not chosen^by the represen- 
tatives, bnt; are appointed on the sole 
responsibility of the Speaker, the situ- 
ation becomes still more remarkable. 
It is not for the Companion to urge 
objections to the system as it is, al- 
though merely state the condition of 
things is'to condemn it. We refer ta 
tho subject chiefly to explain what 
might otherwise not be understood by 
readers of the daily newspapers who 
have not carefully studied the constitu- 
tion of Congress. 


Acquaintance with the power exer- 


cised by committees will make it clear 
why there is such a scramble for com- 
mittee places when a now Congress 
meets. It is not simply tho honor of 
being chosen to servo on an important 
committee, but tho actual influence and 
authority that go with the position, 
which make the members so eager for 
good assignments. Moreover, the same 
facts will show why it is that certain 
measures to which there seoms to bo 
no objection, and which almost every 
ono admits to bo essential to tho pub- 
lic good, are not oven considered by 
Congress. The committee may be hos- 
tile; or oommittoea having greater au- 
thority may demand the time of the 
House -of Representatives iiud leave 
no opportunity for tho consideration of 
bills which Congress would like to pass 
if its committees would grant it the 
privilege.—Youth's Companion,

As no one can 
detect a particle of physical difference, 
it is easy to assume that the Indians 
domesticated their dog from the coyote, 
as did the Esquimaux theirs from a 
wild animal. Professor Edward D.Cope 
baa recently shown, after the most ex- 
tensive examination of skeletons, par- 
ticularly cramums, that the ancestor of 
dogs belonged to the genus Galeeygnns 
in the lower mioceuo times, and in the 
upper 
miocene 
times 
to 
Oenis. 


Strangely enough, between these two 
periods one section of the dog family 
degenerated and became the bear; tfcaft 
Is, the dog gonus Amphicyon changed 
during; the middle miocene period to 
the bear genus Hyronarctas. 
The 
mentality of the dog has therefore ad- 
vanced under difficulties of & natural 
type; it has been delayed by his Vast 
association with the savage in all 
dines, and civilized man has never 
eradicated his most serious instincts, 
although ho has secured some wonder* 
ral results from training. It is not 
known that although the talk of a par* 
rot is somewhat artificial, yet many 
birds learn to understand tho meaning 
of the words they use, and their nse of 
them then becomes apropos. Train- 
ing has done marvels for the mentality 
of the parrot and other birds. The 
crow particularly, in special instances* 
has been trained somewhat to the 
standard of an apt human intelligence.
